The skulle of a giant titanothere, 
@everal gaber-toothed cate and 
some three-toed horses are among 
the additions to the alreadg great 
collection of fossils Guyot Hall, 
Princeton University. These re- 
mains of long @xtinct beasts were 
found this summer by Prof. Wil- 
liam J. Sinclaire, curator of verte- 
brae paleontology at Princeton, 
who today returned from a re- 
Search expedition to the big Bad 
Lands of South Dakota. Prof. 
Binclaire spent three months in the 
Bad Lands with H. R. Wanless of 
the class of 1920, and now at the 
Princeton graduate school, and 
Prof. T. B. Lawler of Dublin Uni- 
versity, instructor at the Royal 
School of Mines, London. 

The geologists left Princeton on 
June 19, and while in South Da- 
kota camped in the open, carrying 
on thelr research despite many 
hardships. It was the second trip 
to the Bad Lands for Prof. Sin- 
claire and the third for Wanless. 

Although the specimens collected 
this year are not so numerous as 
those gathered on previous expedi- 
tions, many of them are of marked 
interest and very valuable. The

Calls Wife's Divorce Plea 
“Pure Fabrication” 


Both Veil Identity of Girl 
Suit Involves

Revision of the treaties by which the 
World War was brought to a close has be 
gun. That of Sevres is now little more 
than a scrap of paper. Maximillian Harden 
and other German journalists are boastful- 
ly proclaiming that the revision of the 
Treaty of Versailles will follow. Encour- 
aged by Mustapha Kemal's success in driv- 
ing a sword through the Sevres pact, other 
nations that lost territory by reason of 
their participation in the war are putting 
up a bold front. 

But it is very possible that the Allied 
governments will not follow the modifica- 
tion of the Sevres Treaty by making simi- 
lar compromises elsewhere. For it is due 
to the refusa} of Greece to follow the coun- 
sel of the Allies, as much as to the mil! 
tary demonstration of the Kemalites, that 
the treaty which practically drove the 
Turks as governors from Europe is to be 
rewritten. 

When the Greeks welcomed Constantine 
back to the throne, despite his treachery to 
the Allies during the war, they started 
their own undoing. The people of France 
refused to forgive or forget the massacre 
of French soldiers and marines in Greece, 
due to the double-dealing of Constantine 
and his government. As long as he re- 
mained on the throne their sympathies 
were openly with the Turks. Kemal owed 
his victory over the Greeks, in a large part, 
to military supplies received from French 
sources. 

France is expected to give reasonable 
support to Turkish aspirations during the 
coming peace conference. In fact, there 
is opposition in the French government it- 
self to maintaining the “neutrality of the 
Straits.” Members and former members

The neutral zone 
about the Straits will be reduced to about 
one-third its present size, the territory out- 
side going to Turkey. The Turks will 
also retain the territory they have taken 
from the Greeks in Asia Minor. 

So much for territorial adjustments. But 
the great moral issue involved is, what 
protection is to be given to the Christian 
and Hebrew populations of the territory 
occupied by the Turks? Are the massa- 
eres of Christians to continue? Are the 
schools, colleges and churches closed and 
pillaged by the Kemalites to be restored? 
What is to be the fate of Roberts College, 
an American institution, and similar insti- 
tutions in Constantinople? In other words, 
are Christian populations still to be sacri- 
ficed in the Near East to keep the Slavs 
out of Constantinople? A continuation of 
that policy is plainly sacrificing morals and 
religion for political advantage. If keep- 
ing the Russians out of Constantinople is 
of more value to Western Europe than pro- 
tecting Christian populations from pillage. 
murder—and worse—then Western Europe 
{is decadent.

CH THEATER FOR LOS AN

Our French friends in Los Angeles are 
extremely interested just now in establish- 
ing a real French theater fn this city where 
the classic French plays could be done in 
the native tongue.

Ca vital Stock 
Tax tor Year 


Indicates Gain 


According to a report submitted 
to Washington yesterday by Col- 
lector Goodcell, Federal tax was 
paid in the Los A les district on 
capital stock of an actual value of 
$1,450,016,000 during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, last. 

The total receipts from capital 
stock were $1,415,153, as against 
$1,106,000 for the corresponding 
period of 1921. The figures rep- 
resent the actual value of the 
capital stock of the corporations 
that made returns and paid the 
tax. 

From June 30 to September 30 
of the present year 6559 corpora- 
ions paid capital tax amounting 
to $823,553.88, while for the same 


period in 1921 the collections were 
$696,673.15, from 6758 corpora- 
‘tions. 
Collector Goodcell says that a 
comparison of the collections for 
the first quarter of the new fiscal 
year with the corresponding period 
of last year, shows a decrease in 
the number of corporations, filing 
returns, and paying tax, but a re- 
markable increase in the actual 
value of the capital stock on which 
tax was paid. The ave value 
on June 30, 1921, was $108,089, 
while for the same period of the 
current year the average jumped to 
$179,203, indicating a marked ex- 
pansion in business. 3

SOLDIERS LEAVE FORT 


| Cowermment Moves Troops From 


Garrison at San Diego 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
BAN DIEGO, Oct. 13.—Further 
steps were taken in the decom- 


missioning of Fort Rosecrans to- 
day when seventy enlisted men, 
in charge of Maj. W. D. Wilson, 
entrained for San Francisco from 
where they will sail on the 19th 
inst. for Hawaii. 

Within ten days, it was an- 
nounced today, another detail of 
seventy men in charge of Maj. E. 
B. Colladay, will leave for Pana- 
ma. Maj. Colladay has been in 
command of the fort since Col. 
Edward Landon was retired sev- 
eral months ago. When the troops 
assigned to Panama depart there 
will be only thirty men, mostly 
civilians, stationed at Fort Rose- 
crans. The peace time strength of 
the garrison usually was around 
500 men. The partial abandonment 
of the fort was authorized in 3 
recent order of the War Depart- 
ment. 

Fort Rosecrans dates back 
more than half a century. It is lo- 
cated on Point Loma, its big guns 
commanding the entrance to San 
Diego Harbor from the north, 
west and south.
